NEW YORK (AP) — The de- 


veloping competition for the or 
dinary American's savings dol 
lar is not likely to abate fo 
some time to come, but just how 
much the ordinary Americar 
will benefit isn't clear.

opening new accounts with a] 
sorts of merchandise, and some 
one with the desire and time to 
keep, let us say, a dozen small 
accounts revolving can pick up 
a houseful of goods.

The old commission disposed 


of only about half its cases in 
more than 21 years. Kuykendall 
claims that with an extension 
the present commission

conclude as many cases in half 
the time. 


Kuykendall sees no fair alter- 


native. "In order to be fair to 
both the Indians and the govern- 
ment, there should be a trial 
and the right to appeal," he 
said. 


Final Verdict 


Each case is heard by a single 


commissioner, much as a judge 
hears cases in federal courts, 
who reviews the evidence and 
drafts proposed findings. But 
the entire commission, meeting 
weekly, approves the final ver- 
dict. 


The decision of the commis- 


sion may be appealed to the 
U.S. 
Court of Claims. Two have 


gone all the way to the Supreme 
Court. Once the claim is finally 
concluded 
and 
all 
appeals 


cleared up, the Commission re- 
ports its determination to Con- 
gress. 


Congress then must appropri- 


ate the funds to pay the judg- 
ment along with a distribution 


act which determines exactly 
who gets the money. 


Payments Differ 


Some judgments are distribut- 


ed per capita to tribe members 
while others are paid to the 
tribe. The Bureau of Indian Af- 
fairs works out the distribution. 


In addition to hearing case*:, 


the commission also has the 
power to investigate them if 
necessary. Kuykendall says the 
commission plans to do this in a 
handful of cases where Indian 
tribes filed claims years ago but 
for various reasons, such as not 
being able to obtain a lawyer, 
have not followed through. 


Actually only a few attorneys 


specialize in Indian claims. 
Most cases before the commis- 
sion are handled by probably 
less than a dozen lawyers or 
firms. 


The Justice Department re- 


presents the government in the 
claims cases, and about 19 de- 
partment lawyers are assigned 
to Indian cases. 


Cases Before 1946 


The commission was created 


to clear up a backlog of cases 
extending back into history. Any 
claims arising from injuries or 
land loss occurring after 1946 
are filed in the Court of Clains. 


Most are land claims, but oth- 


ers include damages for various 
kinds of mismanagement by the 
government of tribal funds on 
deposit with the Treasury, re- 
moval of minerals or timber 
from tribal lands, diversion of 
irrigation water, loss of hunting 
and fishing rights. Some have 
claimed unlawful removal of a 
tribe from its home and unlaw- 
ful arrest of the tribe. 


Many tribes would like to get 


back the land they claim was 
taken from them. "But all we 
have authority to do is to award 
them money," Kuykendall said. 


The largest amount paid in 


any one case was the $29.1 mil- 
lion awarded the Indians of Cal- 
ifornia in 1964. The Sac and Fox 
Indians got $10.6 million earlier 
this year in one of several 
claims. 


The Seminoles thought they 


would get the biggest payment 
in commission history after the 
commission upheld some years 
ago their claim to former own- 
ership of most of Florida. 


The Indians contended the 


land was worth more than $40 
million at that time, although it 
wouldn't buy one block of Mi- 
ami Beach now. Government at- 
torneys placed it at about $5 
million. The commission, last 
May, 
awarded the Seminoles 


$12^3 million.

There's New Hope for the Slow Learner

STEVENS POINT — A 


three-year-old w i t h vision 
problems laughs with glee as 
he scoots about the floor on a 
small board mounted on cast- 
ers. As the scooter flies, he 
calls to his friend. 


A little boy cries at the 


sight of a dog and runs to an 
adult for reassurance. Anoth- 
er whimpers about falling 
although he is only anticipat- 
ing it. A slightly-built lad of 
around 10 is sure he can't 
jump over a side horse al- 
though he hasn't tried. 


These children are among 


15 to 25 per cent of all those, 
enrolled in schools across the 
nation 
who have learning 


problems. Deemed slow learn- 
ers by their teachers, parents 
and friends, they are thought 
to be mentally retarded. Most 
are not. Often they have 
average to above average 
learning ability locked away 
inside their small beings. 


New Program 


Recently a ray of hope 


came into the lives of a few of 
them. Dr. Rayma Ditson, a 
child development specialist 
at Stevens Point State Univer- 
sity (SPSU), is carrying out a 
project unlike any other in 
this country and it is based on 
her belief that what appears 
to be a slow learner or 
mentally retarded child may 
be a child with a neurological 
problem, a developme n t a 1 
lag or an emotional problem. 
Or perhaps, as she observed 
recently, some may be the 
victims of society and carry 
with them a deep societal 
stigma. 


All of us have observed 


t h e s e children somewhere. 
We've watched them in kin- 
dergartens, for i n s t a n c e , 
where they not only can't skip 


or run as other children do, 
but also seem to live in their 
own little worlds, a defense 
mechanism they've set up to 
protect themselves 
from a 


world in which they only know 
defeat. While other children 
are sitting, listening to a story 
being read aloud, their minds 
wander. They may stand up 
or walk around the room, 
causing a "disturbance" with- 
in the classroom. 


Summer Camp 


In the two-fold 
program 


that was underway this sum- 
mer at SPSU under the direc- 
tion of this young and enthusi- 
astic woman who cares deeply 
about children (so deeply in 
fact, that although she is 
single she has adopted a six- 
year-old boy) is amazing in 
concept and even more amaz- 
ing in actual practice. 


Dr. Ditson organized not 


only one of the first camp 
programs ever held at a 
university but also ran it in 
conjunction with a summer 
school program that encom- 
passed children with learning 
problems and school teachers 
working for master's credits. 


(The young campers stayed 


in a college dorm during the 
five-week summer school ses- 
sion. To them, the dorm was 
the same as a cabin in the 
woods would be to any young 
Wisconsin camper.) 


Trying 
t o separate the 


campers from the other stu- 
dents who took part in the 
program on a daily basis was 
no small job for the casual 
observer, but for Dr. Ditson, 
her camp staff and the teach- 
er-students themselves, there 
seemed to be no confusion. 
Everyone who took part had 
specific assignments. 


Unbelievably, the number of 


children never remained con- 


stant, for as Dr. Ditson put it, 
each day more children seem 
to "come out of the wood- 
work" as their parents asked 
for help. 


The children enrolled in the 


summer camp were from 
several states. For the five 
weeks they lived at the col- 
lege until the end of summer 
school when 19 of them left 
for Texas with Dr. Ditson and 
the counselors. Several more 
children joined them on their 
air trek south. Now there are 
about 50 children in the special 
Texas camp owned and oper- 
ated by Dr. Ditson. 


Variety of Activities 


Because she believes no 


child can begin to learn 
without large motor control — 
being able to run, jump, skip 
and throw a ball — the child 
specialist tries to establish a 
variety of activities for the 
participants both at the school 
and at camp and strives to 
make the environment con- 
ducive to learning. 


The day at the university 


began with the children spend- 
ing the morning in what we 
might term, academic pur- 
suits. They listened to stories, 
worked on small motor con- 
trol (coordinating their right 
and left hands, for instance) 
and did some reading work. 
Some learned a little conver- 
sational French to give them 
an ability their friends at 
home do not have and to help 
them understand that there 
really was no reason for them 
to experience failures in Eng- 
lish as many have. 


It's really unnerving to see 


a child who supposedly has 
trouble with numbers playing 
a game with wooden dice and 
counting aloud in French! 


After a morning at school, 


I would appreciate being left 
alone for 15 minutes and 
"Then we'll talk again." I 
won't tolerate a tattletale and 
will listen to a child discuss 
another only if he has 
something good to say. 


"These children have only 


known defeat — they don't 
need more of it. What they 
really need is to be encour- 
aged and to be given things to 
do in which they can succeed. 


"Inside all of them are real

the children had lunch in the 
cafeteria just as the college 
students did, selecting their 
own food arid carrying their 
own trays. 


For some, even the eating 


process was difficult. Often 
spoon fed — both literally and 
figuratively — by their moth- 
ers, they found satisfaction 
fenddng for themselves. 


"Do you suppose we could 


teach that little boy to use a 
napkin?" Dr. Ditson asked 
some of her staff members. 
She was watching one little 
boy eat who, when he first

After lunch and a quiet 


hour, the children moved with 
their counselors and teachers, 
to the school's gymnasium 
where they worked on large 
motor control. They jumped 
over side horses, 
climbed 


ropes, swam and worked with 
any one of a number of usual 
items children play with — 
only with a different approach 
to their use. 


Motor Control Exercises 
For instance, in one room a 


half-dozen hula hoops were 
laid on the floor and the 
children jumped from hoop to 
hoop. Some pounced on small 
boards with coil springs under 
them and others skooted 
about on the caster-mounted 
boards.

The answers to many of 


their problems, she says, will 
not be found in such things as 
repeating the same grade — 
this is not going to eliminate 
their problems. It just rein- 
forces them. 


"Remember when we used 


to joke about children flunking 
sandbox," she r e m a r k e d . 
"Well, it's not a joke. There 
are actually children who 
repeat kindergarten and never 
succeed." 


Not Federally Funded 


Amazingly enough, Dr. Dit- 


spn's program at the univer- 
sity is not federally funded 
and this was explained with 
her usual frankness. Why, she 
asked, spend all that time 
writing up a program that 
will be turned back to the 
community in three years 
only to have it fail. "I would 
rather work backwards," she 
said, "to get the community 
involved first and then seek 
funds." 


Perhaps, 
as the school 


grows, and its successes and 
failures are analyzed, Dr. 
Ditson will change her pro- 
gram in the hope of finding 
more answers. Anyway you 
look at it, this woman who 
tells it like it is will continue 
to search for ways to help 
children remove the weight 
of the world from their young 
shoulders.

A.O. Akilo, specialist in ju-ju

basins and beakers, along with 
some giant gourds, the skull of 
a small dog and a wide selection 
of chicken and vulture feathers, 
the Yoruba witch doctor held 
forth on the advantages of Afri- 
can over Western medical prac- 
tices.

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Where Should We Build Our Bridges? 


Two new bridges across th« 'Fox 


River in this area are on the construction 
schedule of the state Department of 
Transportation within the next few 
years. The question before us i« where 
should they be built? 


The state is seeking expressions of 


opinion by local governments in the 
area. But at the present time those 
opinions are apt to be based more upon 
political considerations than factual 
information on what bridge locations 
would best serve the interests of the 
most people in the area. 


Winnebago County, the City of 


Menasha and the Town of Menasha have 
along-time commitment to a bridge 
over Little Lake Buttc.des. Morts at 
Ninth Street. That commitment could be 
altered, however, if residents of the city 
and or town vote against it in referenda, 
scheduled for Nov. 3. 


The City of Appleton has requested 


formal hearings by the state on both a 
new high level Oneida Street bridge and 
widening of the Memorial Drive bridge, 
but at some point in the not too distant 
future the city will have to designate 
which should have priority. 


The fourth bridge in consideration is 


the one proposed at the north end of 
Little Lake Butte des Morts which is 
part of the tri^county expressway 
system. There is considerable senGhient 
in Appleton and Outagamie County that 
such a location might best serve the 
needs of all the people in this area. But 
Outagamie County is not empowered to 
recommend a bridge which would lie in 
Winnebago County, and at the moment 
Winnebago County is committed to the 
Ninth Street crossing over the lake. 


There is no up-to-date technical in- 


formation to guide local governmental 


officials in making decisions on bridge 
locations. The state conducted an origin- 
destination survey in 1964 which pin- 
pointed the Memorial Drive bridge as 
the major traffic carrier in the area. It 
concluded that a bridge at Ninth Street 
would divert about 14 per cent of the 
traffic using Memorial. But a new bridge 
at the north end of the lake and a new 
high level Oneida Street bridge were not 
included in the study. 


Appleton's comprehensive plan 


issued in 1966 estimated that whereas 
Memorial and Oneida in 1965 were 
carrying about the same volume of 
traffic, that Oneida would carry 50 per 
cent more volume than Memorial by 
1985. 


There is a question how valid the 


conclusions of these studies are today. 


Meanwhile the State Department of 


Transportation is in the midst of a new 
study of the area, and preliminary data 
on bridge usage is expected to be 
available in a month or so. The Council 
of Governments is also in the midst of a 
comprehensive transportation study of 
the area. 


It appears that the state is asking 


local officials to make judgments on the 
bridge matter without supplying them 
with the technical information they need 
to make valid judgments. 


We appreciate the need for some 


timely decisions locally. Should we not 
be able to decide in this area where we 
want our bridges built, the funds ear- 
marked for these two counties could be 
diverted elsewhere in the state. 


But the decisions voters in the city 


and Town of Menasha make Nov. 3,, and 
.the technical data the state should be 
able to supply by that time are both vital 
to the consideration of the over-all 
situation.

University of Wisconsin board of regents 
has resolved to select a new president 
for the largest and most important 
educational institution in the state 
reasonably soon, hopefully and perhaps 
before President Fred Harrington's 
resignation becomes effective on Oc- 
tober 1. 


The regents are now reviewing the 


list of names that has been suggested to 
them, and undoubtedly some other 
potentially available men nominated by 
themselves for consideration in their 
informal and private discussions. We 
hope it is not regarded as presumptuous 
to suggest with all respect for the 
regents, and with a sympathetic un- 
derstanding of the difficulty of the task, 
that their decision on this question will 
almost surely be the most important that 
most of them will make during their 
terms as members of the University's 
governing board. 


As scores of examples around the 


country have demonstrated during 
recent years, the chief administrative 
officer of a major university is one of the 
most vulnerable figures in public life 
and confronts challenges and dilemmas 
that could not have been imagined in 
earlier, more settled and pacific periods 
of our history. 


One thing that is clear is that the 


former assumption—which became 
virtually a doctrine—holding that a 
university head must be first a scholar, 
and incidentally an administrator, is 
irrelevant to the recruitment of such 
men today. 


The emphasis must be upon ad- 


ministrative experience and skill. The 
University is a giant corporation. A 
private corporation with a budget of $325 
millions a year—which is the current 
regents' request prepared for the 
legislature—would not risk its health 
and prosperity by appointing a president 
who had not proved his ability in cor- 
porate management. An auto company, 
to use an example at random, would be 
unlikely to hire as president a man with 
a doctorate in history because he was an 
expert in the history of transportation. 


The university president to qualify 


for the demands of his job must possess 
skills running the gamut from public 
relations to personnel management, 
political lobbying to assuring his con- 
stituents a reasonably competitive 
football team, the ability to command 
the respect of his faculty and to recruit 


effectively for the major academic 
disciplines. In these times, most of all, 
he must have the moral—and physical- 
courage to insist that academic freedom 
is not a one way street. 


It is freedom to learn as well as 


freedom to teach, and he must con- 
vincingly demonstrate that he is'willing 
to take all measures available under the 
law to prevent the nihilistic campus 
revolutionaries from destroying the 
institution entrusted to his management. 
Any realist who has observed even 
casually what has gone before at the 
. University must know that a president 
who cannot assure the orderly pursuit of 
academic work on his campus will lose 
the confidence of his constituency, which 
will as surely mean in the end the 
dissolution of the university as a viable 
institution as would an incendiary attack 
by its enemies from within. 


The people of Wisconsin will view 


with mixed reactions the departure of 
Mr. Harrington from the president's 
chair to the comparative solitude of the 
University's history department. 


Trained as a history teacher, Mr. 


Harrington presided over the most rapid 
and significant expansion of the school- 
in physical plant, in enrollment, in 
budget 
capacity, 
in 
curriculum 


enlargement, and in the development of 
new branch campuses—in its history of 
nearly a century and a quarter. But it is 
clear, however unfortunate it may be, 
that he was an inevitable casualty of the 
disorders of the last few years, that he 
had lost the confidence of the politically 
elected leaders of the state government, 
and a significant segment of the in- 
terested and concerned citizens of 
Wisconsin who have had a higher tax 
liability for higher education than most 
Americans. Few of his predecessors 
'have faced the trials that beset him 
lately. Undoubtedly as he reflects upon 
his experiences, he will conclude that 
some decisions might have been made, 
differently. 


It. requires no clairvoyance to suggest 


that, the strains upon him have been 
great. We wish him well, and make so 
bold to suggest that if he has the leisure 
for writing in the future that he once said 
he regretted he did not have in the 
president's office, his story of the 
travails of a major educational in- 
stitution administrator in one of the eras 
of greatest social and political stress in 
the life of the republic would be an 
enlightening 
contribution 
to 
the 


chronicles of our times.

Then he 
was called in and told that in 
one hour the cease-fire would 
be announced from United 
Nations headquarters in New 
York. No allowance would be_ 
made for the point raised by 
Mrs. Meir. There was no time 
even to discuss the matter. • 


Poison Relations 


That little episode, told here 


for the first time I think, has 
poisoned subsequent relations 
between this country and 
Israel: It explains the recent 
public spitting match about 
violations of the truce on the 


Egyptian side. For the Israelis 
feel they have been taken in by 
the cheap lawyer's trick of 
ducking 
issues 
with 


documents. They feel that 
they get no consideration 
when they raise, objections 
behind the scenes—even at the 
highest level. 


But 
whatever 
the 


provocation, the debate now 
going on is harmful. The issue

is not whether the Secretary of 
State is a knave or a fool, or 
whether the cease-fire was 
violated in the spirit or the 
letter. The issue is the security 
of Israel, which has now been 
put in hazard. 


For one thing, there took

Canal. These weapons can 
now hit incoming Israeli 
planes over Israeli territory. 
That means the Israelis can 
interdict Egyptian artillery 
fire across the canal only with 
great difficulty.

Much the same 
message was conveyed to 
Mrs. Meir in a letter from the 
President. 


But with the Israeli position 


endangered, the United States 
seems to be walking away 
from these assurances. This 
country has not, as it easily 
could, expressed outrage with' 
what is a clear break in the 
spirit of the cease-fire; nor, as 
it easily could, has the United 
States increased the flow of 
military equipment to Israel. 
Thus what the Israelis took to 
be a guarantee is now 
vanishing to nothingness 
before their eyes. 


Finally, 
the 
frame of 


reference for the peace 
negotiations yet to come is 
distinctly adverse to the 
Israelis. The Israelis have 
always insisted that, in return 
for 
withdrawal 
from 


territories seized since the six- 
day war, there be acceptance 
of "secure and recognized 
boundaries," as set forth in 
the United Nations Security 
Council resolution of Nov. 22, 
1967. 


Fobbed Off 


A chief point of Mrs. Meir's 


call to Mr. Sisco was to get 
that wording into the cease- 
fire announcement That is the 
precise issue on which she was 
fobbed off. The 
cease-fire 


announcement issued at the 
UN on Aug. 7 makes reference 
to "Israeli withdrawal from 
territories occupied in the 1967 
conflict" It says no word 
about "secure and recognized 
boundaries." 


Maybe the Russians intend 


to push for a peace settlement 
in the end. Maybe they are 
only building up positions of 
strength to facilitate com- 
promise. 


But it is at least possible 


that the Russians really intend 
to crack the Israelis, the 
better to penetrate the Near 
East. If so, they are in fine 
position. For the Israelis are 
now backing down a slippery 
slope 
with the 
massive 


steamroller of Soviet power 
poised above them. 


In these circumstances, 


there is no point in trading 
insults, in petty intrigues, or in 
the casuistry of lawyers. 
There is point only in one 
thing. And that is to assert the 
Israeli peril once again, in a 
way that engages the con- 
science of serious men.

In the nicest places to live, 


you can't make a living. In the 
places you can make the best 
living, it's hardly worth living 
there.

The Wisconsin peninsula on 


which I spend my summers is 
one of the nicest places to live. 
But every year it's getting 
harder for the natives to make 
a living — if the resort, 
business ever declined, most 
of them would starve to death. 


Early this summer, vir- 


tually the last of the big 
shipbuilding companies went 
out of business in a public 
auction of its equipment and 
facilities. A little more than 20 
years ago, it .employed 3,000 
people, and its payroll sup- 
ported many thousands more. 
It was down to 20 employees 
when the flag was struck and 
more than a million dollar's

of 
specialized 


machinery went on the block. 


The cherry farmers are 


barely struggling through. 
About all you can grew in this 
stony, limestone country arc 
cherries and apples.

are

the cherry trees, and the 
prices you get for your 
product hardly make it worth 
while, anyway. 


The kids go off to college 


and then never come back, 


except to visit at Christmas. 
There's nothing to do in the 
way of gainful employment, 
unless your dad happens to 
own the local bank or 
department store. Maybe, if 
you succeed elsewhere, you'll 
return in 20 years and buy a 
summer home on the lake, so 
your kids can have the fun you 
did.

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To Your Good Health 
No Need for Fear of 
Patent Ductus Repair 


By George C. Thosteson, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Thosteson: This 


drawing is supposed to be a 
heart. Thd child is 7 and was 
born with an open heart that 
never closed, and he has a heart 
murmur. 


Dr. Thosteson 


The d o c t o r says surgery 


should be now, or later there 
may be a lot of trouble. Would 
appreciate you describing full 
details so we can understand 
more. I was not present when 
this drawing was explained, and 
haven't b e e n able to find 
"patent ductus arteriosus" in 
the dictionary.—M.G. 


You copied the heart sketch 


very well indeed. 


The ductus arteriosus is a 


duct or opening connecting the 
pulmonary artery with the aor- 
ta. The reason for this connec- 
tion is that, before birth, a 
baby's heart beats but there is 
no purpose in pumping blood 
through the b a b y 's lungs. 
There's no air there. 


Instead, the mother's lungs 


provide oxygen in the flow of 
blood. 


At birth, however, this duct 


closes (or is supposed to) and 
the baby then starts using his 
own lungs to get oxygen in the 
blood. 


Sometimes, for reasons that 


aren't clear, mis duct does not 
close but remains open. One 
meaning of the word "patent" 
is "open." So a patent ductus 
arteriosus is this duct which 
remains open instead of closing. 


The result is that too much of 


the baby's blood is short-circuit- 
ed; some goes through the 
lungs, but not all of it. Much of 
the blood circulates through the 
body without getting oxygen 
This is one of the causes of 
"blue babies." 


What needs to be done is to 


close off that opening nature 
should have closed but didn't. It 
was discovered how to do this 
quite a few years ago. (The 
more complicated types of heart 
surgery have been developed 
since then.) 


Closing this duct is, true 


enough, heart surgery. It re- 
quires a skilled surgical team to 
do it. But it is not risky like 
some of the more complicated 
heart operations, and results 
are quite uniformly good. 


It is the usual practice not to 


perform the operation on a very 
small baby, unless it has to be 
done at once to save the baby's 
life.
